City's Assessed 


Valuation Up 


Over Year Ago 


Upland’s assessed _ valuation 
will be $655,000 higher than a 
year ago even though, no 
change in the basis for valuation 
is made by the state board of 
equalization. 

Roland Tornquist, newly  ap- 
pointed county assessor, said 
yesterday thé valuation figure 
for Upland had been computed 
as. follows: 

$9,894,340 for real and personal 
property and $1,392,960 for pub- 
lic utility property. This com- 
pares with the 1954-55 figure; 
$9,391,590 for real and personal 
property and $1,240,660° for pub- 
lic utility property. 

If the state board’s rules to 
raise the assessments by 50 per 
cent, the current figure will be 
changed accordingly, the official 
explained. Representatives of the 
state board were in the court- 
house early this week in check- 
ink previous information which 
had been used earlier as the 
basis for ordering a 50 per cent 
boost. 

Aug. 15 is the deadline for any 
change in the assessment order. 
County officials are, therefore, 
awaiting word from ‘Sacramento 
as to what will happen to. the 
valuation figures.

tecently a classified adver- 
tisement, offering for sale one 
of today’s roaring jalopies, car- 
ried the description in part, 
“mellow pipes’’. 

The hackles on my neck arose, 
and I had a fresh haircut. I 
was ready to blast such mis- 
representation in advertising. 
The sudden thought struck me 
that the writer of the ad might, 
in good faith, think the exhausts 
had a mellow sound, 

After all, the youngsters of to- 
day can easily be the. victims 
of tone-deafness. Exposed’ in 
their formulative years to the 
roaring exhausts of countless 
diesel trucks, the jolting vibra- 
tions of passing jet planes, the 
din set up by. mechanical mon- 
Sters used ‘in. construction, plus, 
the roar of traffic on overcrowd- 
ed highways, today’s youth may 
have developed calloused ear- 
drums. 

In some cases these callouses 
are more developed than others. 
This would account for such a 
description as ‘‘mellow pipes’’. 


The pilots of .these jalopies 
are fortumate enough to be riding 
slightly ahead of the noise and 
fail to feel its full impact. The 
pilot of a jet plane is also un- 
bothered by the confusion cre- 
ated in the plane’s wake. But 
the innocent bystander does not 
fare so well. 

MORE. CONFUSION 


When a teen age pilot and his 
iron steed hits a quiet residential 
Street the shrubbery vibrates, 
dishes rattle and porch furniture 
jumps up and down. The roar 
is the only quieting factor for 
the harassed householder. By 
the roar he identifies the cause 
of the confusion, Otherwise hum- 
ble taxpayers would be experi- 
encing mild earthquakes daily. 

The police have about the same 
job, in a comparative way, that 
the homeowner has in getting rid 
of wire grass. Whenever he pulls 
aut a growth by the roots he 
finds two or three other plants 
nearby. 

The police issue citations daily 
to drivers of these roaring 
wreckg, Judges back up the ci- 
tations, Prjvers are given a 
chance to drrect the noisy ex:

Each of us is very much concerned in our home com- 
munity, how to improve it and what can be done always to 
make this a better place in which to live. Each person may 
herve different ideas but surely there can be agreement on 
dome of the things most needed. 

If. many of us recognize improvements that are needed, 
then perhaps on a united basis we can achieve these things 
we seek. 

Here are a few things ° ‘most needed" 
we see it: 


in Our community as 


Maintenance of a'strong community spirit and develop- 
ment of a loyalty to the Upland area. 
Removal of the Pacific Electric tracks from Euclid Ave. 
Extension of Second Ave. in a grade crossing over the 
Santa Fe right-of-way. 
Realization of the proposed 
downtown area. 
Extension of the Upland Elementary Schoo] district 
boundary south to the San Bernardino freeway. 
Inclusion of the east side of Euclid Ave. from the Santa 
Fe right-of-way north to the Pacific Electric right-of-way 
within the business zone. 
Maintenance of our present high level 
restrictions. 
Of course, there are other improvements. 
Realization is in sight on some of the suggestions given 
here. We believe it will be only a matter of time until the busi- 
ness parking lots will be in use. Final decision, however, is up 
to the Upland councilmen and we trust they will! continue to 
give the proposal serious consideration. Extension of Second 
Ave. may be realized if the community will be willing to accept 
a big share of the cost. Actual cost of the project is yet to be 
determined 
Preliminary consideration has been given by the city 
planning consultant to the proposal of changing the east side 
of Euclid Ave. to the business zone. Conditions are changing 
here and we believe it is ‘good planning’ to recognize the 
best use for this part of Euclid. 
As to zoning restrictions 


off-street parking lots in the

nd ,the forthcoming -“‘building 
boom,’.. we believe the city planning commissioners and the 
city councilmen should be supported in their policy of main- 
taining good restrictions. It is difficult to raise the standard 
of building, once it is lowered. 

Pacific Electric tracks on Euclid Ave. are no longer neces- 
sary, their removal has been promised several times, yet, the 
arrogant attitude of the railway company officials continues. 
And this city’s beautiful Euclid Ave. parkway is cut down the 
middle with an ugly scar. Incidentally, if you want to see one 
of the best crop of weeds in town, look at the strip down the 
center of the Euclid parkway this week. 

This is one project that will apparently take the whole- 
hearted efforts of every local resident. Public opinion, we hope, 
will be-stronger than the Upland city hall insistence that some- 
thing we done. Why promises to remove the tracks are made 

and then not fulfilled is beyond comprehension 

As to the change’in the elementary school boundary line, 

it is logical and important to the full development of a strona 
community interest and spirit. While it is not always the case 
that municipal boundaries and elementary school boundaries 
‘coincide, it has advantages if such is the case. At present, 
the area between’ the Santa Fe right-of-way and the freeway 
is within the Upland city limits but in the Ontario school dis- 
trict. Many residents in that area have expressed a preference 
for the Upland schoo] district. 

At an ppporrane. time, steps should 
boundary ghgnged.
